I wou’t speak unless my friend Toombs re- 
mains. 

Gen. Tcomss—I will remain. (Cheers.) 

The main points he (Toombs) has dis- 
cussed are correct. (Applause and cries of 
“centential.’) Thereis no doubt about 
that, but he discussed them upon the bas 
and line of thirty years *> (Roars @ 
laughter and applause.) Now, I’m not 
going to makes speech if I’m going to 

ave all this holl-ring around here. (Re- 
newed laughter and shouts.) I am not Ben 
Hill making a great speech in congress 
pleading for the pardon of Jeff Davis, when 
he don’t want it, (cheers) nor doing any 
other greatthing! (Laughter.) But I have 
a few jines of common sense to say to the 
peo: le of this state. (Laughter. ) 

This country is coutroiled by doable 
forty-four horse power rascality. [Cheers.] 
We are all democrats, | wish we had some 
radicals inthis country. If we could geta 
few of Bullock’s men back here to buck 
against us it would sort o’ help the cause 
along. (Laughter.) As there are many 
members of the legislature present to-night 
I wili say for the benefit of the member- 
Lood of the legislature, that I think we 
have got about the cleanest, honestest, 
best regulated legislature we have bad 
since the war. (Checra and laughter ) Ex- 
cept_one. (Laughter.)We have had ¢ne that 
beat it, right afterthe war, which was com- 
posed principally of Confederate soldiers, 
one of which lam whom! (Uproarious 
laughter.) In that legislature we voted 
ourselyes $9 per day!

From what we can learn it seems that for | 
some days past the directors and bank of- | 
ficials have been suspecting that something | 
was wrongin Mr. Binyon’s department.

Mr. Binyon was closely interrogated as to | 
what had become of the money, but de-| 
clined to make any statement as to who had | 
itor whenit was taken.

CROP REPORTERS IN SESSION, 
SECOND DAY'S PROCEEDINGS, 


Pursuant to adjoarnment,the agricultural 
convention convened yestercay morning at 
nine o’clock, in James’ hall. The atten- 
dance of delegates was large, and perhaps 
a little better than that of the first day. 

Hon. David E. Butler, of Morgan county, 
presided, and Mr. R. J. Reddiag act:d as 
secretary. 

Shortly after the convention was called to 
order, Col. Sam Barnett of Washington, 
Geo gia, by invitation, delivered an address 
onthe condition of the south, especially of 
Georgia. Colonel Barnett dwelt long and 
eloquently upon the splendid resources of 
the state, and the slender results. He at- 
tributed this partly to the confiscation of our 
negro property. This immensely 
excelled inany times the de- 
struction of the war. Our 
people made it a large part of their busi- 
ness to manage slaves, and they u.derstood 
how to doit, When slavery was abolished, 


THEIR BUSINESS WAS GONE. 


‘hey did not know how to marage free ne- 
groes, and have not yet learned how to 
manage them. Perhaps many neve. will. 
They are'ike the man who commences to 
sing a ‘une at a certain pitch. He can’t 
change that pitch io the middle of tie tune 
but must sing it through. We must learn 
that we are poor—a thing that we seem not 
yet to haye found out. The war left us 
with our houses and our furniture, and our 
lands, but our property, which was maiolv 
our negroes, confiscated, and Our business 
gone. Having these. we were surrounded 
with the appearances of our former wealth 
and prosperity, and we have tried to live in 
the same style we usedto. Our people dress 
as finely notwithstanding dressing is expen- 
sive, and our means much reduced, and we 
indulge in luxuries of ante-war times with- 
out the meansof supplying them. Our 
produc‘ions are not equal to »ur expendi- 
tures, We have forgotten that our fathers 
made theic wealth by weaving coperas pan- 
taloong aud wool hats, and by making more 
than they consumed. We must realize this 
great truth, and adapt ourselves to circum- 
stances. We mustcease trying to main. 
tain appearances which we cannot keep up- 
We must notimitatethe baseless expecta 
tions of the negro, who has from year to 
year, ever sincethe war, been looking for 
that good time when he should be presented 
with 40 acresof land andamule, and that it 
would be broughtabout in soms way out- 
side of his own efforts.: 

The speech was of great power, and was 
listened to with deep attention. It will be 
published in full in the proceedings of the 
convention. 

Mr GMC Munro, of Marion county, Ga., 
folloWed in a short address, and forcibly 
presented the benefits the department of 
agiiculture had conferred upon the siate. 
He alluded to the practical and impressive 
manner in which the great question of sheep 
culture had derived from observing the in- 
structions of the commissioner upon the 
subject of compos‘ing fertilizers, and the 
great value to farmers generally of the sta- 
tistical information collected by the com- 
missioner. 

Dr H H Casey, of Troup, offered the fol- 
lowing

tesolved, That this convention respect- 
fully, but most earnestly request the legis- 
lature to pass some law, and provide means 
for its enforcement, that wil suppress 
the surreptitious traffic in agricultural pro 
ducts.

Remarks were made on these resolutions 
by Messrs. J 8 Newman of Fulton county, 
GM C Munro and James Pattillo of Harris 
county. All of the speakers favored the

Mr, Munro hoped the legislature would 
repeal all laws for the collection of debts.

Dr. Cary, of Troup county introduced the 
following resolutions, looking to the reé 
stocking of our rivers wiih sh, and made 
on them some interesting rem . 

“*Whereas, It is well known that the rivers 
cf the state of Georgia are nearly exhausted 
of sor migratory fishes, and 
the success of other states, in re-stocking 

rivers by the modern process of arti- 
ficial hatching has completely demonstrat- 
ed its entire practicability, and 

Whereas, itis believed that fish culture 
as contemplated in this resolution will be 
the means of making this cla:s of food 
very plentiful among our people, and; 

Whereas, fish culture in all the states 
where it has been a success, has of necessity 
received the fostering aid of legislatures, 

Therefore be it enacted by this conven- 
tion, That the president appoint a commit- 
tee of five, whose duty it shall be to bring 
this subject before the legislature, embody- 
ing such facts, as may be gathered from the 
experience of the states where it has been 
made a success.” :
